THE  BRITISH  APPLE  Mj'aBKET 


The  situation  in  the  British  apple  market  for  the  week  ending 
Uovemher  10  shows  little  change  from  that  reported  last  week,  according 
to  information  ca^bled  "by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  The  Department's  Fruit  Specialist 
in  Europe,    prices  are  still  low  and  demand  slow.     Some  varieties  this  week 
"brought  a  few  cents  more  and  others  a  few  cents  less  compared  v'ith  last 
week.     The  market  in  general  is  glutted  with  apples,  says  Mr.  Smith.  Sup- 
plies of  most  varieties  are  greatly  in  e:^:cess  of  demand.    Dessert  ariples 
are  "bringing  only  12^  per  pound  at  retail  and  cooking  apples  6^.  Prices 
paid  for  compara"ble  grades  of  American  "barreled  apples  in  Copenhagen  during 
the  week  ranged  from  $1.09  to  $1.82  per  laarrel  ahove  Liverpool  prices.  The 
weather  in  the  United  Eingdou  during  the  past  week  was  rainy  and  temperate, 
which  condition  is  unfavora"ble  for  fruit  consumption, 

Ne^7  York  Rhode  Island  Greenings  again  topped  the  market,  prices 
realized  for  A-2^  inch  ranging  from  $4:87  to  $5,11  per  "barrel  as  against 
$4.38  to  lp4.87  last  week.    New  York  Baldwins  'orought  the  next  "best  figure 
"but  sold  slowly  at  from  $4.14  to  $4.87  -oer  "barrel  as  against  $4.14  to  ip4.50 
last  week.    The  lowest  price  paid  for  "barreled  varieties  was  for  Virginia 
Stayman  VJincsaps  which  were  varia"ble  in  condition  and  sold  slowly  at  from 
$3.77  to  $4.01  per  "barrel.     Ben  Davis  from  Virginia  ran  a  close  second  to 
Virginia  Staynan  Winesaps  for  lowest  place,  A-2^  inch  fruit  in  good  con- 
dition  "bringing  only  $3.77  to  tp4.14  per  "barrel.    Among  the  "boxed  varieties, 
Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  occupied  first  place.  Extra  Fancy,  153/175,  "bringing 
from  $2.55  to  $2.63  per  hox    as  compared  with  $2.43  to  $3.04  last  week. 

Only  light  suprilies  of  Washington  Winesaps  and  moderate  supplies  of 
New  York  B;^ldwins  ^nd  Virginia  Winesaps  were  available  during  the  week. 
All  other  varieties  were  in  liberal  supply,  particularly  York  Imperials, 
suT)^lies  of  which  were  far  in  excess  of  demand.    Tlie  demand  was  slovr  for 
all  varieties  except  Bhode  Island  Greenings,  for  which  there  was  a  moderate 
demand.    The  week's  offerings  of  Virginia  T<inesaps  and  Stayman  Winesaps 
were  in  variable  condition.     California  Yellow  Newt owns  were  only  in  fair 
condition.    The  condition  of  all  other  varieties  was  good.
